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Library  Volunteers  are  Honoured

The  Library  Staff  would  like  to 
express  its  thanks  for  the 
unflagging  interest  and  high 
spirits  of  the  Library  Volunteer  staff 
this  year.  May  we  take  this  opportunity 
to  tell  you  a  little  about  our  volunteer 
programme? 

In  1971,  I  was  first  hired  to 
catalogue  4000  books  over  the  summer 
and  create  Selwyn  House's  first  modern 
library  out  of  the  collection  of  second- 
hand titles  euphemistically  referred  to 
as  the  Geoffrey  Wanstall  Memorial 
Library.  1  would  have  fainted  dead 
away  at  the  task  were  it  not  for  the 
crew  of  volunteer  mothers  already 
assembled  by  Mrs.  Helen  Goodall, 
human  dynamo  and  mother  of  twin 
boys  at  SHS  then  in  their  9th  year.  All 
of  the  books  lying  around  the  rooms 
set  aside  for  the  library  (the  site  of  the 
computer  labs  of  todays  SHS)  needed 
to  be  catalogued  with  the  North 
American  standard  Dewey  Decimal 
System  and  card  sets  made  according 
to  the  North  American  Cataloging 
Rules.  Each  book  needed  at  least  five 
master  cards  with  standard  subject 
headings,  title  entries,  series  entries  and 
author  entries.  All  these  cards  had  to 
be  typed,  and  then  filed  according  to 
North  American  standard  filing  rules. 
None  of  this  had  been  done.  What 
hearty  souls  these  volunteers  were. 

The  collection  had  been  started  by 
the  Book  Fairs  held  in  previous  years 
by  the  Senior  English  Department 
under  the  direction  of  Department 
Chair  Ian  Burgess,  currently  head  of 
Toronto  French  School's 
Senior  Secondary  School. 
The  collection  showed  a 
heavy  bias  lor  university 
level  literary  criticism. 
The  library  had  no 
books  for  juniors, 
no  story  readers,  no 
picture  books,  no 
posters,  no  plants,  no 
computers,  no  story 
hours,  and  no  budget. 
However,  we  did  indeed  open 
a  brand  new  library  in  the  fall  of  1 97 1 , 
much  to  the  delight  of  the  new

headmaster,  Alexis  Troubetskoy 
Mr.  Troubetskoy  had  been  present  for 
the  hilarious  summer  of  typing,  filing, 
ordering  shelving,  decorating  with 
borrowed  posters  and  cheering  as  my 
head  began  to  emerge  from  the 

towering  piles  of  books  still 
needing  cataloging.  He  was 
mightily  relieved  that 
insanity  did  not 
overtake  the  intrepid 
volunteers  and  new 
librarian.  I  was  then 
in  the  middle  of 
studies  at  McGill  to 
complete  a  second 
Masters  Degree,  this  one 
in  Library  Science.  (My 
first  was  a  Masters  Degree 
from  California's  Stanford  University 
in  Education). 


I  was  young,  enthusiastic  and  full 
of  plans  for  the  new  library.  The 
volunteers  and  the  amazingly  cheerful 
Mrs.  Goodall  developed  what 
amounted  to  a  proprietary  family 
feeling  about  the  library,  and  they  were 
fiercely  protective  of  each  other. 

Mrs.  Ken  Ratcliffe  was  always  on 
her  way  to  tennis  when  she  did  her 
volunteer  stint,  and  fellow  volunteers 
warned  her  about  the  wicked 
possibilities  of  tennis  elbow.  Mrs.  Hale 
was  warned  when  she  expressed 
ambitions  to  get  an  MLS  hetself  that 
she  too  might  find  hetself  under  a  pile 
of  books  as  I  had  (indeed  she  did  -  out 
at  the  old  fort,  as  she  organized  the 
museum  collection).  Together,  they 
decided  to  fight  for  a  real  library 
budget  and  for  a  real  opportunity  to 
build  a  sound  library  collection,  and 
shortly  afterwards  I  gave  an 
impassioned  public  presentation  to  the 
parents  about  the  library  asking  for 
their  support. 

In  the  fall  term  it  began  to  seem 
that  the  library  was  really  going  to  be 
adopted  as  the  intellectual  and 
academic  heart  of  the  school.  As  the 
year  went  on,  the  volunteers  continued 
coming  in  two  hours  a  week  to  type, 
file,  shelve  books  and  enjoy  the  crazy 
antics  of  the  first  crew  of  student 
librarians,  including  Blair  Baldwin, 
Geoffrey  Hale,  Larry  Karras,  and 
Richard  Box.  They  discovered  a  stash 
of  old  fraternity  hazing  paddles  in  the 
cupboards  of  the  library  storage  closets 
and  threatened  to  bonk  any  boys  guilty 
of  keeping  books  out  overdue. 

The  librar)^  volunteers  represent 
some  of  the  very  first  parental 
involvement  in  the  school,  and  today  I 
am  quick  to  remind  them  all  of  how 
treasured  they  are. 

This  last  February  at  the  annual 
Library  Wine  and  Cheese  Party  I 
stated  once  again  what  is  the  solid 
truth:  "We  love  you,  and  we  wouldn't 
be  here  without  you."

Monkeys  or  Primates? 
By  Ellen  Pinchuk 

During  the  month  of  February,  the 
two  new  groups  of  Grade  7  and  8  art 
students  visited  the  Montreal  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts  to  see  the  exhibition  ot  the 
Jean  Baulu  collection  of  antique  prints. 

Over  the  years,  Jean  Baulu,  a 
primatologist,  has  collected  about 
fourteen  hundred  prints  of  nonhuman 
primates  spanning  four  centuries  of 
scientific  illustration.  Mr.  Baulu  was 
first  drawn  to  prints  for  their  graphic 
qualities  and  their  scientific  interest.  In 
the  absence  of  photographs,  they  are  a 
storehouse  of  information  both  in  art 
and  in  the  sciences. 

The  prints  in  the  exhibition  were  not 
originally  conceived  as  works  to  be 
framed  and  hung  on  the  wall.  Rather, 
they  once  illustrated  encyclopedias  and 
were  eventually  detached  from  their 
original  bindings  and  sold  separately. 
They  are  prints  created  with  the  same 
techniques  and  time-consuming  effort 
used  in  their  fine  art  counterparts. 

The  composition  and  the  fine 
detailing  in  the  prints  make  them 
wonderful  inspiration  for  the  boys  to 
draw  from.  In  fact,  both  groups  of 
students  produced  beautiftil  drawings 
directly  from  the  prints. 

In  the  studio  at  the  Museum,  the 
boys  worked  from  their  drawings  to  do 
metal  engravings.  Pencils  and  popsicle 
sticks  are  all  the  tools  required  to  create 
a  multitude  of  textures.  The  piece  of 
aluminum  metal  may  be  worked  on 
from  both  sides,  thus  creating  a  sense  of 
depth. 

Back  at  school,  the  boys  will  be 
inking  their  metal  engravings,  and 
perhaps  adding  watercolour  tints  to 
their  drawings.  Neither  of  these  art 
works  could  have  been  created  without 
the  inspiration  of  this  very  unusual 
exhibition,  which  allows  us  to  appreciate 
simultaneously  the  art  of  the  print  and 
our  ever-changing  view  of  primates.

A  Holocaust  survivor  whose  name 
was  Mr.  Bulgar  told  us  about  the  war, 
about  his  life  during  the  war,  and  about 
the  death  camp  as  it  was  when  he  was 
there.

Early  one  Thursday  morning,  the 
fourteen  students  and  four 
teachers  of  the  Selwyn  House 
robotics  team  boarded  a  train  for 
Toronto,  marking  the  second 
consecutive  year  of  our  school's 
participation  in  Canada  First's  robotics 
program  and  the  first  at  the  national 
level.  After  last  year's  victory  at  the 
regionals,  robotics  teacher  Brad  Moffat 
and  Proceco  engineering  mentor, 
Andrew  Chin,  decided  it  was  time  for 
us  to  motor  our  way  to  a  higher  calibre 
of  competition.  Although  there  were 
certain  complications  involved  with 
building  the  robot  and  getting  it  to  its 
destination,  we  arrived  on  schedule  at 
Centennial  College  in  Scarborough. 

Thursday,  February  20:   7:00  P.M.- 
upon  our  arrival  at  the  competition 
site,  we  discovered  five  hundred 
supporters  of  twenty-one  other  schools 
from  Vancouver  to  Newfoundland  to 
the  N.W.T  Following  a  warm 
welcome  and  a  two  hour  viewing 
period  of  our  rivals'  robots,  we  left:  the 
intense  atmosphere  for  the  comfort  of 
our  hotel  and  our  last  good  night's 
sleep. 

Friday,  February  21:  after  putting  the 
final  touches  on  our  robot,  practising 
our  driving  technique,  and  testing  the 
machine's  functioning,  we  scouted  the 
other  robots  and  prepared  for  the 
competition.  Later  that  night,  the 
actual  games  began  with  a  loud 
ovation.  Thanks  to  a  successful  first 
heat  in  which  we  scored  twenty-five 
points  in  two  minutes,  we  found 
ourselves  heading  home  in  first  place. 

Saturday.  February  22:  early  on,  we 
boosted  our  combined  score  with  a 
second  heat  of  fifty-five  points,  a  score 
which  remained  the  highest  individual 
round  total  throughout  the  day.  A 
third  heat  of  thirty  points  ensured  us 
of  a  playoff  berth,  and  we  finished  first 


overall,  despite  equipment  problems  in 
later  qualifying  heats.  Aft:er  a  Subway 
lunch  break,  our  team  focused  on 
advancing  past  the  two-part 
quarterfinals,  confident  that  we  had 
once  again  entered  the  most  complete, 
competitive  machine;  however,  our 
robot  tipped  on  a  ramp  during  the  first 
match,  damaging  a  wheel  in  the 
process.  We  attempted  a  comeback  in 
the  second  match,  but  our  loose  wheel 
forced  us  to  abandon  hope  of  winning 
the  tournament. 

The  dream  had  ended,  but  a  feeling 
of  success  and  pride  replaced  it.

he  annual  World  Affairs 
Conference  was  held  on 
February  1 7  and  1 8  at  Upper 


Canada  College  in  Toronto.  A  group  of 
fourteen  students  from  Roger 
Nincheri's  Grade  1 1  Geography  course 
were  fortunate  enough  to  attend  the 
event.  The  class  left  by  train  Monday 
morning  and  returned  home  the 
following  evening.The  conference 
began  with  the  Lionel  Gelber  Keynote 
Address,  delivered  by  Ms.  Maude 
Barlow,  a  political  activist,  author  and 
policy  critic.

After  Parizeau's  speech,  students 
were  split  up  into  groups  for 
discussion.  The  topics  included  the 


environment,  technology,  crime, 
government,  population,  Canada  and 
Quebec,  economic  trends,  education, 
and  futurist  fiction.  The  conference 
concluded  on  Tuesday  afternoon  with 
the  closing  address  from  Professor 
Mark  Kingwell. 

The  trip  was  a  huge  success. 
Everyone  enjoyed  themselves  a  great 
deal,  and  we  learned  a  lot  about  our 
future  as  well.  The  general  consensus 
was  that  there  is  reason  to  be 
concerned  about  the  future  of  our 
planet,  but  at  the  same  time  it  is  not 
too  late  to  do  something  about  it.  The 
World  Affairs  Conference  allowed  us 
to  realize  what  we  can  do  to  help  to 
create  a  solid  foundation  on  which  to 
build  our  future.

with  and  able  to  challenge  perennial 
powerhouse  Kahnawake. 

With  outstanding  leadership  by 
four-year  veteran  and  team  Captain 
Thomas  Sontag,  1 1 B,  the  Gryphons 
amassed  a  5-3-1  dual  meet  record, 
placing  fourth  in  the  regular  season. 
Top  performers  included  Seth  Ross, 
9A,  (15-3),  John  Katiforis,  lOB,  (14- 
4),  Annam  Le,  11 B,  (10-4)  and  Tomek 
Nishijima,  1  lA,  (9-4).

Other  highlights  of  the  season  came 
at  the  Omnium  de  Quebec  where  Seth 
Ross  brought  home  the  gold  medal. 
Newcomer  Dan  Fanaberia,  IOC,  won  a 
silver  and  both  Mark  Turetsky  and 
newcomer  Ben  Spencer,  8C,  placed 
fourth. 

In  January,  the  team  travelled  to 
Canaan,  New  Hampshire,  where  John 
Katiforis  won  a  silver  medal  and 
Tomek  Nishijima  took  fifth  place  as 
well  as  the  Sportsmanship  Award.  This 
is  one  of  the  largest  prep  school 
tournaments  in  the  US,  with  more 
than  220  competitors  and  features  a 
clinic  with  1984  Olympic  Champion 
Bobby  Weaver. 


Of  special  interest  this  year  was  the 
GMAA  All-Star  Meet,  where  Seth  Ross 
and  Andrew  Johnston  both  won  their 
matches.

Finally,  the  Provincial
